Haffa, Chicago Alderman, and nine 
others, including a former member 
of the Lincoln Park Board, were 
indicted by the Federal grand jury 
today on charges of conspiracy to 
violate the prohibition laws in 
what the Government charges was 
a $5,000,000 alcohol ring which has 
been flooding Chicago and the Mid-’ 
dle West with illicit liquor. 

The indictments, which the Fed- 
eral agents said would result in an 
expose of graft and corruption in- 
volving the police, politicians and 
prohibition agents’ were returned 
after six months of investigation 
by undercover agents brought here 
last October at the request of 
George E. Q. Johnson, United 
States District Attorney. 

Among those indicted ' with 
Haffa is Albert P. Bauer, former 
Lincoln Park Commissioner, who, 
Federal men indicated, has con- 
fessed. The undercover agents 
gained the confidence of the 
liquor ring, obtained permission to 
open beer flats, liquor and gain- 
bling joints and then, Federal op- 
eratives said, passed their alcohol 
orders on to Haffa. 

The undercover men, Federal 
operatives said, not only dealt with 
Haffa and his lieutenants, but 
tapped telephone wires of mem- 
bers of the ring and obtained evi- 
dence against policemen, politi- 
Clans. | : 


who made calls to inquire about 


their “cut.” Single orders for al- 
cohol, the undercover men said, 
sometimes ran as high as $10,000 
and often it was shipped several 
hundred miles from Chicago. The 
agent@ also discovered through the 
tapped telephone wires the loca- 
tion of five: stills operated by the 
syndicate. 

Others indicted with Haffa are 
Henry Finkelstein, part owner of 
the recently closed Rendezvous 
cabaret; Sam Simmons, a former 
convict, krown as Haffa’s :ight- 
hand man; -Carl Friedlander, an- 
other lieutenant; Joe Wahl, a pro- 
hibition agent; Edward Huff, Joe 
Bagheria, Joe Murray and George 
Leisch, all alleged cogs in the al- 
cohol machine. 

Haffa provided bond an hour 
after return of the indictnients, 
declaring he was a victim of a po- 
litical plot intended to whip him 
into line with the opposing faction. 

“TI never sold a drop of liquor,” 
he said, “and I cannot understand 
this charge. My enemies have 
been threatefhing to get me.”

He 
resigned as chairman of the board 
of the Mid-West, but retained his 
position as a director which car- 
ried no salary. 

Associated Press dispatches from 
Denver, Colo., said that Thomas A, 
Dines, chairman of the board of 
the Mid-West had today announced 
Blackmer’s resignation from the 
board. The resignation was en- 
tirely voluntary, Dines declared. 
Blackmer is living in Europe. 

Dines, the dispatch said, would 
‘not comment on rumors that a de- 
mand had been made on Blackmer 
for an accounting of the bonds re- 
ceived by Blackmer through par- 
ticipation in the affairs of the 
Continental company, saying that 
was “a matter he did not care to 
discuss.”’ 

Reports that Blackmer's resign1- 
tion had been forced by John 2. 
Rockefeller Jr. were said by Dines 
to be without foundation. 

Blackmer’s resignation was ac- 
cepted March 20 at the annual 
meeting of the board of directors 
of the Midwést Refining Co., fol- 
lowing his re-election as a director. 
Blackmer had insisted that he was 
unable to devote his time und atten- 
tion to the affairs of the company 
and the board reconsidered its ac- 
tion and accepted his resignation.

CALLES’ NEW REGULATIONS 


DISPUTE TO 


SATISFACTORY CONCLUSION 


If American Companies Are Not Pleased, Am- 
bassador Morrow Says, They Will Have 
to Act Without Diplomatic Aid. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 28. — 
Diplomatic relations between the 
United States and Mexico, in the 
opinion of Washington officials, to- 
day were on a firmer foundation 
than they have been in the last 10 
years as a result of the signing by 
Prgsident Calles of new regulations : 
governing the activity of foreign 
oil companies in the southern re- 
public. 
The regulations, promulgated 
after several months of confer- 
ences between Mexican Governmert 
officials and Dwight W. Morrow, 
Ambassador of the United States, 
are regarded as removing the fun- 
damental objections raised by this 
country in the long diplomatic ex- 
changes by holding that all Amer- 
ican oil titles acquired before May 
1, 1917, when the new constitution 
nationalized Mexican mineral 
lands, are valid in perpetuity and 
not limited to 50 years. 

Lffect on Other Issues. 
Commenting on the new regula- 
tions, the State Department, in a 


brief statement, declared it felt 
that “such questions, if any, as may 
hereafter arise can be settled 
through the due operation of the 
Mexican administrative depart- 
ment and the Mexican courts,”’ 
President Calles’ action, the 
statement added, “completes the 
process beginning with the decision 
made by the judicial branch of the 
Mexican Government on Nov. 17, 
1927, and followed by the enact- 
ment of the new petroleum law by 
the legislative branch on Dec. 26, 
last,” 
“Together, these steps, voluntar- 
ily taken by the Mexican Govern- 
ment,” it continued, “would appear 
to bring to a practical conclusion 
the discussions which began 1 
years ago with reference to the A. 
fect of the Mexican constitution 
and laws upon foreign oil com- 
panies.’’ 

Many Notes Exchanged. 
In the lengthy exchanges of 
notes on the subject, the United 
States contended the new constitu- 
tional provisions regarding Amer- 
ican oil rights prior to 1917 were 
confiscatory and protested vigor- 
ously time and again against their 
being carried ot. Relations be- 
tween the two countries admitted. 
ly were strained on several occa- 
sions, and heated debates in Con- 
gress coincided with the diplomatic 
correspondence, 


MORROW GIVES 
EXPLANATION OF 
CHANGES IN LAW 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and the New York World. 
MEXICO CITY, March 28, — 
Regulations interpreting the new- 
ly amended petroleum law have 
been issued here. over President 
Calles’ signature. Ambassador 
Morrew issued a statement indi- 
cating the regulations were satis- 
factory to the United States Gov- 
ernment. 

“The changes in the Mexican 
laws and regulations,” said Mor- 
row, “have been made by the vol- 
untary act of the republic of Mex- 
ico, In -the informal conversa- 
tions which have taken place, Min- 
ister Morones and his official staff 
have approached the whole mat- 
ter with a disposition to frame the 
regulations in such a way as to 
meet such essential points as are 
susceptible of adjustment by gen- 
éral provigions.” 

The regulations provide for rati- 
fication of property rights ac- 
quired before the Constitution of 
1917. A form of the concession 
confirming these rights is attached 
and reads: 

“This concession is based upon 
the administrative examination of 
the documents presented by the 
interested party * * * * and oper- 
ates as a recognition of rights ac-

Ambassador Morrow’s prepared 
comment on the regulations reads: 

“These regulations when taken 
with the Supreme Court decision 
handed down Nov. 17, 1927, the 
legislation passed by the Mexican, 
Congress on Dec. 26, 1927, and 
promulgated on Jan. 10, 1928, and 
the letter of Minister Morones is- 
sued on Jan. 9, 1928, evidence the 
determination by the judicial, the 
executive, the legislative and the 
administrative departments of the 
Mexican Government to recognize 
all rights held by foreigners in oil 
properties prior to the adoption 
of the 1917 constitution, 

“The Supreme Court decision 
declared the cutting down of the 
oil companies’ rights to a fixed 
period was unconstitutional, In 
connection with that decision the 
Court said that ‘the confirmation 
of a right is the express recogni- 
tion of the same. To limit it is 
to modffy that right instead of 
confirming it.’ 

“Following this decision the 
President asked Congress to mod- 
ify the law of 1925 ‘to conform 
with the constitution as interpret- 
ed by the Court. The committee 
of Congress reporting on this law 
said: 

“*To confirm a right is to rec- 
ognize it in its whole and, with it, 
the condition inherent therein in 
such a way that no restriction 
whatever can be established with 
regard to the extent of conditions 
of the right which is confirmed.’ 

“After the legislation had been 
passed certain oil companies still 
had doubts as to whether those 
who took. confirmatory conces- 
sions under the new law would get 
anew grant or have their old 
rights confirmed. Because of these 
doubts Minister Morones, the head 
of the Department of Industry, 
Commerce and Labor, wrote a let- 
ter in answer to an inquiry from 
an oil company stating that such 
confirmatory concession would op- 
erate ‘as the recognition of rights 
which will continue in force sub- 
ject only to police regulations.’ 

“President Calies on the advice 
of Minister Morones has now is- 
sued rfew regulations modifying 
the old regulations in accordance 
with the decision othe Supreme 
Court and the new act of Con- 
gress. These new regulations make 
clear in his letter that those who 
take confirmatory concession un- 
der the amended law get a confir- 
mation of their old rights rather 
than a new ant of rights, The 
form of confirmatory concession 
as set out in the new regulations 
expressly declares that it is to op- 
erate as a recognition of acquired 
rights which continue in force,’ 

“There remains, of course, the 
determination of what rights: the 
oi] companies had on May’'1, 1917. 
While there may well be honest 
differencés on this point there is 
no reason why such differences, 
if any, cannot be satisfactorily set- 
tled through the due operations of 
the Mexican Governmental depart- 
ments and the Mexican courts, 

“These changes in the Mexican

made by voluntary acts of the Re- 
publie of Mexico. In the informal 
conversations which have taken 
place Minister Morones and his 
official staff have approached the 
whole subject with the disposition

The three important points of 
the new regulations are: 

Titles legal before 1917 are con- 
firmed, 

This confirmation is valid in 
perpetuity, removing the 60-year- 
confirmatory titles for rights held 
prior to 1917, which the Wnited 
States Government considered coni- 
fiscatory. | 


“Positive acts,’ Uthat is acts done 


by the land holder, showing he 
had acquired the land with a view 
to developing the oil thereunder, 
and necessary for retention of ti- 
tles and mineral rights on the 
lands are defined more liberally. 


In Mexico the passage of a law 
by Congress and even the taking 
effect of that law through official 
publication does not dispose of che 
matter. The President may at any 
time thereafter promulgate regula- 
tions of the law. These regulations 
are what count and they are the 
law, for in Mexico nobody knows 
what the law is until the President 
has announced its regulations. 


In 1917 constitution nationalized 
the petroleum deposits and provid- 
ed for “confirmatory 
to be issued in exchange for previ- 
ous titles to foreigners, who would 
renounce the right of appeal to 
their home governments on qucs- 
tions regarding the lands, 


These concessions were for 60 
years and one of the _ issues 
between the two governments was 
whether the law could restrict 
American rights in oil property 
which they had lawfully acquired 
and owned before May 1917.

Thompson-Crowe Faction 
Accuses Senator’s Adher- 
ents of Causing Explo- 
sions to Create Sympathy.

CHICAGO, March 28.—Twelve 
leading political opponents of Unit- 
ed States Senator Charles S, Deneen 
and Circuit Judge John A. Swanson 
have posted a $65,000 reward for 
the arrest and conviction of those 
who bombed the Deneen and Swan- 
son homes Monday night. 

State’s Attorney Robert’ iE. 
Crowe, whe is Judge Swanson’s op- 
ponent for the Republican nom- 
ination as State’s Attorney at the 
April 10 primaries, started the re- 
ward jackpot with the largest sin- 
gle offer—$10,000. Police Commis- 
sioner Hughes posted $5000 from 
his contingent fund, and Mayor 
Thompson followed with a per- 
sonal offer of $5000. 

City, county, State and possibly 
national inquiry into the double 
bombings have been hinted stron,- 
ly, but thus far the police and 
State’s Attorney's office have been 
the only active agents seeking the 
bombers. 

Since Oct. 11, last, there have 
been 62 bombings in Chicago. A 
complete list was made public last 
night by Assistant State’s Attorney 
Walter Walker, in charge of bomb 
investigations. No convictions have 
resulted and few arrests. Various 
causes have been assigned, includ- 
ing politics, labor troubles and per- 
sonal motives. 

The sixty-second bomb was ex- 
ploded last night in front of the 
beer. pump and supply store of 
Emil Seiler on South Halsted street. 
State Senator Herman J. Hae- 
nisch, Republican candidate for 
committeeman of the Forty-sixth 
Ward on an anti-Thompson tickct, 
received a letter today in which 
threats’ were made to bomb his 
home. He consulted immediately 
with the District Attorney. 

Each side insists the other is re- 
sponsible for the Monday explo- 
sions.

There is some doubt whether the 
United States State Department 
ever committed itself complete- 
ly to the claim that owner of 
the surface owned the oil under- 
neath, But it has at times talked 
about such a claim. The present 
settlement jettisons it, and so it 
may be said that the esséntia!l 
American concession to obtain an 
agreement has been the tacit ac- 
knowledgment that Americans had 
acquired rights to oil only if they 
had taken definite steps to ex- 
ploit oil. 

The decision to narrow the 
American position was reached aft- 
er an independent and exhaustive 
study of Spanish and Mexican law 
by Reuben Clark. This study goes 
back at least as far as royal or- 
dinances of the King of Spain in 
1783, in which it is stated plainly 
that minerals in the ground be- 
long not to the owner of the sur- 
face, but to the King. This law 
was recognized by the United 
States Supreme Court in a deci- 
sion handed down after the Mexi- 
can War in a case affecting former 
Mexican territory which was in- 
corporated into the United States. 

The theory that minerals in the 
ground belong to the Government 
and not to surface owners is, there- 
fore, not a new notion invented by 
revolutionists. It is the ancient law 
of Spanish-Americans. 

There would have been no ques- 
tion that it was still law while 
American companies were acquiring 
their properties had it not been for 
certain statutes passed under Por- 
firio Diaz. The language of these 
laws is inexact and difficult to 
translate, and out of them grew a 
very subtle and complicated legal 
debate. But onee the United States 
Government had accepted the an- 
cient Spanish legal theory, the 
question reduced itself to this: 
What did the owner of the surface 
have to do to establish his right 
to oil under the surface? 

Three Objections by United States. 
The Mexican law of 1925 and 
regulations of 1926 attempted to 
answer that question. The United 
States Government developed three 
main objections to the law and 
regulations. 

It contended that the definition 
of steps the owner had to take to 
become the owner of the oil un- 
derneath was too narrow becuuse 
it was contrary to the Warren- 
Payne agreement in 1923, which 
preceded the recognition of Ovpre- 
gon. The Mexican Government 
has conceded this point in new reg- 
ulations just issued by definine

There is little doubt this ends 
the oil controversy between the 
governments. The position of the 
United States Government from 
now on will undoubtedly be that, 
except in case of a denial of jus- 
tice, it has no further formal of- 
ficial connection with the Mexican 
oil dispute. 

If the oil companies refuse to 
apply for confirmatory conces- 
sions, of the type agreed upon, 
their lands, after next January, 
will, in the eyes of the law, be va- 
cant and open for exploitation by 
others. There is little likelihood 
the United States Government will 
help them if they decide to con- 
tinue the controversy on questions 
of principle. ; 

If the oil companies should de- 
cide to fight further, they will as- 
sume grave risks. They will risk 
forfeiture of their property, they 
will miss the greatest opportunity 
in modern times to reach a friend- 
ly working arrangement with the 
Mexican Government, and they 
will deeply prejudice. their future, 
not only in Mexico, but in South 
America. For the future of the 
industry depends not upon prop- 
erties acquired before 1917, but on 
concessions still to be acquired in 
competition. with European inter- 
ests. ‘ 

It will not help the companies to 
obtain new concessions if they take 
the position that a settlement, 
which seems fair to men as con- 
servative as President Coolidge and 
Ambassador Morrow, is not good 
enough fo them.

AMES A. REED is the enfant terrible of 
J the Senate.

hardest hitter. No other public man has 
such a mastery of bitter sarcasm, or is a bet- 
ter hater. He carries his arguments ad 
hominem in. that he attacks directly and, 
if need be, viciously, the man or men Me 
sets out to attack. No pussyfooting here! 
Has he not indicted Calvin Coolidge him- 
self of “misfeasance in office.” and this 
before a great California audience which 


was at first awe-struck that anyone should | 


Gare to criticise his tin majesty in the 
White House, only to surge around the at- 
tacker when he finished, carried away by 
his fine presence. his glorious speaking 
voice, his manifest sincerity, his obvious de- 
sire to tell the truth without regard to per- 
sons or authority or power”? At this writ- 
ing he is rendering a profound public serv-

CTRESSES get so much atten- : 


A tion in all that is printed about 
Hollywood that they overshad- 
ow the thousands of women whose 
work keeps the wheels of the mov- 
fes moving, but whose faces never 
appear on the screen. 

Acting for the screen really is 
but one of half a hundred occupa- 
tions followed by women in the 
motion picture industry. And only 
in certain cases is it the best-pay- 
ing work to be had. 

As yet there are very few wom- 
en directors. Dorothy Arzner, at 
Paramount: Lois Weber, at De- 
Mille, amd Elizabeth Pickett, at 
Fox, are about the only active 
feminine directors. But there are 
numerous highly-paid women 
screen writers, for instance, Fran- 
ces Marion, Jeanie MacPherson 
and Bess Meredyth. 

Miss Meredyth, incidentally, for- 
merly acted for the screen, but it 
was writing for the screen that 
put her in the “big money” class. 
Another former actress, Charlotte 
Woods, is the high-salaried secre- 
tary of Hunt Stromberg, producer. 
She says she earns more as a sec- 
retary now than she ever averaged 
@s a screen actress. 

Hundreds of women earn com- 
fortable livings, if not high salar- 
ies, as costume designers, set dress- 
ers, set musicians, hairdressers, li- 
brarians in research departments, 
milltners, drapers, scenario de- 
partment readers, script clerks and 
cutters.
